Plans  are  almost  complete  for 
a Brigham  Young  University 
school  ring  available  to  graduates 
and  alumni  only,  according  to 
Keith  Fillmore,  studentbody  presi- 
dent. 

The  Student  Council,  School  Ad- 
ministration, and  Alumni  Associ- 
ation have  been  working  out  de- 
tails of  the  project  since  Christ- 
mas and^  have  had  sketches  and 
samples  from  five  Jewelry  com- 


panies- Final  approvals  have  not 
been  nfade. 

Cost  is  being  held  to  a .mini- 
mum, Mr.  Fillmore  said,  but  it 
will  be  a ring  of  lasting  value 
bearing  symbols  of  the  spirit  of 
BYU  on  it.  If  a student  is  un- 
able to  buy  a ring  the  year  he 
graduates,  he  may  do  so  later  and 
the  year  he  graduated  will  be  put 
on  the  ring. 

Although  all  graduates  and 


alumni  are  eligible  to  btiy  a ring, 
no  one  wilt  be  asked  or  required  to 
buy  one. 

BYU  will  be  the  first  university 
in  Utah,  and  among  the  first  of 
the  smaller  universities  in  the  na- 
tion, to  use  this  type  of  ring. 
Most  of  the  larger  schools  such  as 
Yale,  Harvard,  and  West  Point 
have  used  school  rings  for  some 
time.

BUSINESS  MANAGER 

The  principle  duty  of  student 
body  business  manager  Is  to  “get 
the  moat  for  the  least"  In  the  ex- 
penditure of  student  funds;  col- 
lected at  registration  from  the 
student,  who  gets  a student  body 
card  Irf  return.  ' ' 

The  specific  duties  are  to  draw 
up  a budget  in  the  spring  with  the 
outgoing  business  manager  and 
the  student  coordinator;  to  co- 
authorize all  expenses;  to  keep 
account  and  render  statements  of 
the  student  accounts;  to  help  plan 
and  carry  out"  all  student  activi- 
ties that  involve  the  use  of  stu- 
dent funds. 

In  analyzing  the  specific  duties 
of  the  business  manager,  it  is  well 
to  point  out  that  compiling  a byd-  I 
get  for  the  coming  year  Involves 
receiving  a tentative  list  of  ex- 
penses from  each  student  leader 
concerned  with  student  funds. 


The  studentbody  first  vlce-pres- 
lent  is  perhaps  before  the  stu- 
lentbody  more  than  an^  other  stu- 
lent  officers.  He  or  she  must 
neet  with  more  people,  work  with 
nore  students,  and  is  subject  to 
pore  criticism  than  any  of  the 
»ther  student  officers.  The  job  is 
lot  one  for  glory-seekers,  for 
Acre  is  no  glory  in  it.  The  glory 
of  the  job  ends  Immediately 
^ter  elections. 

Students  should  take  care  in 
rfitHislng  a person  for  this  position. 
Social-climbers  or  fancy  names 
ihould  not  be  the  basis  of  your 
IccUion;  rather,  you  should  con- 
liiier  the  person's  qualifications  of 
leadership,  his  ability  as  to  as- 
seMbly  planning,  and  his  willing- 
ness to  put  forth  a lot  of  effort  in 
beiicring  the  interests  of  the  stu- 
deiitbody.  The  person  in  this  of- 
fi«*e  will  get  his  hana  dirty.  It  is 
not  a position,  but  a job,  and  will 
in»'lude  a lot  of  tasks  which  will 
entail  a lot  of  go<xl  hard  work. 

A studentbody  officer  , any  of 
th<*m— must  be  patient  and  willing 
to  work  with  any  student  who 
m.iy  cross  his  path.  Petty  Jeal- 
ousies and  personal  opinion  should 
never  enter  into  a studentbody  of- 
flcer  s life:  he  is  a representative 
of  the  entire  studentbody  and 
must  always  do  the  things  which 
h«'  considers  best  for  all,  no  mat- 
ter what  his  personal  convictions 
may  be.  It  may  sound  easy  on 
paper,  but  decisions  of  this  type 
will  enter  Into  a student  officer’s 
life  many  times  during  the  year. 

The  office  of  first  vice  president 
may  be  handled  efficiently  by 
either  a boy  or  a girl.  Both  have 
been  elected  to  the  office  in  past 
years. 


The  keeping  of  an  account  of 
student  funds  is  limited  in  the  re- 
spect that  all  expenses  must  be 
first  billed  to  the  Treasurer’s  of- 
fice by  the  one  to  which  the 
amount  is  owed. 

Sometime  during  Winter  Quart- 
er. the  business  manager  should 
begin  an  audit  of  the  student  ac- 
counts In  the  treasurer’s  office  in 
order  to  bring  the  student  rec- 
ords and  these  accounts  into  r>al- 
ance. 

The  planning  and  carrying  out 
of  student  activities  which  involva 
the  use  of  funds  means  most  of 
the  year’s  activities.  The  planning 
usually  includes  giving  an  opinion 
of  the  proper  expense.^  according 
to  iftformation^  from  past  year's 
records  and  the  budget.

SECRETARY-HISTORIAN 

Duties  of  the  student  body  sec- 
retary fall  into  four  principle  cat- 
egories; (1)  keeping  the  minutes 
of  all  Executive  and  Legislative 
council  meetings;  (2)  writing  a 
history  of  activities  of  the  school 
year;  (3)  answering  all  official 
student  body  correspondence:  and 
(4)  supervising  the  ordering  and 
making  of*  awards. 

It  la  esesntial  to  the  order  of 
meetings  that 'in  as  far  as  pos- 
sible an  agenda  of  meeting  topics 
be  available  before  the  meeting 
gets  under  way,  or  at  least  before 
they  are  to  be  brought  up  for  dis- 
cussion. 

The  history  should  include  min- 
utes of  all  meetings,  a resume  of 
oustanding  activities  and  accr'mp- 
lishments  of  each  of  the  .student 
organizations  and  each  of  the  stu- 
dent services,  an  evaluation  of 
various  projects  of  the  council  and 
various  social  events  of  the  year, 
a complete  calendar  of  activities, 
recommendations  for  the  coming 
: year,  and  other  mi.scellaneous  in- 
formation of  Import. 

The  secretary  has  the  responsi- 
bility of  keeping  the  correspon- 
' dence  files  up  to  date:  answering 
} letters  which  come  in  and  writing 
1 such  letters  as  other  student  body . 
I officers  desire  and*  as  are  nec-  j 
' essary  to  keep  student  business 
moving.  Letters  of  congratula- 
tion to  Individual  students  are  to 
be  encouraged. 


SECOND  VICE-PRESIDENT 

I want  to  acquaint  prospective 
candidates  for  the  position  of  stu- 
dent body  second  vice  president, 
with  the  problems  he  will  have 
to  face  In  the  successful  comple- 
tion of  his  duites,  and  to  outline 
partially  to  prospective  voters  my 
duties  as  a student  body  officer. 

To  anyone  who  will  undertake 
the  work  that  goes  with  It.  and 
who  Kas  enough  courage  to  risk 
putting  all  other  things  aside  oc- 
casionally to  see  it  through.

He  must  also  have  courage  and 
backbone  when  an  unpleasant 
thing  has  to  be  done.  He  must  be 
willing  to  commend  the  worthy  as 
well  as  to  help  pass  judgement 
upon  the  derelict.

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Swenson  shows  50  year  tenure 

First-year  instructor  hopes  to  equal 
80-year-old  professor’s  teaching  record 

Editor's  note:  It  takes  all  ages  to  make  a well-balanc^ 

faculty  and  Brigham  Young  University  has  run  the  gamut  in 
tliis  field.  Miss  dosie  proves  it  by  finding  the  veteran  and  the 
newcomer  in  the  faculty.  Here’s  the  stoiy  of  Prof.  John  C.  Swen- 
sen,  50  years  at  BYU,  and  Richard  D.  Poll,  who  is  teaching  his 
first  year  here).

Universe  Feolure  Writer 
“Ideas  keep  people  young,  and 
I’m  not  afraid  of  a new  idea," 
exclaims  a silver-haired  man,  who 


been  teaching  at  Brigham 
Young  University  for  50  of  his 
80  years.  Prof-  John  C.  Swensen 
has  been  at  the  university  longer 
than  any  other  teacher. 

He  knew  BYU  when  it  was  just 
a “wee  sprite,”  and  academy  con- 
sisting only  of  a College  Hall,  and 
an  Education  building.  He  has 
seen  it  expand  into  a large  uni- 
versity covering  two  campuses. 

After' teaching  some  30,000  or 
40,000  students.  Prof.  Swensen 
stopped  counting  them.  He  does- 
n’t rightly  know  how  many  stu- 
dents he  has  taught  in  his  50 
years  at  BYU,  but  he  has  seen 
Mu-ee  generations  come  and  go. 

Students  of  1949  are  much  the 
same  as  those  of  1899,  Prof.  Swen- 
sen has  observed.  Whether  they 
wear  high-button  shoes  or  saddle 
oxfords,  come  to  school  in  a 
horse  and  buggy  or  in  a new  Ford 
— students  are  all  alike  in  one  re- 
spect, they  are  seeking  a better 
way  of  Jife. 

He  has  lived  for  80  years,  yes, 
but  he  is  not  old.  “I'm  doing 
about  as  much  fuss-buzzing 
around  as  S ever  did,”  laughs  Prof.

Swensen.  Besides  teaching  a soci- 
ology class  three  times  a week, 
he  is  an  active  member  of  the 
Alumni  Association  and  the  Ly- 
ceum Committee. 

But  he  admits  he  isn’t  quite  as 
gpry  as  he  once  wad-  Always  a 
lover  of  the  out-of-doors.  Prof 
Swensen  was  on  the  first  Y Day 
hike.  For  years  he  has  helped  give 
the  Y a rigorous  washing;  today, 
though,  he  says  he  would  just  as 
soon  watch  the  “kids”  do  the 
scrub  job. 

Vitaliy  intet;e3ted  in  current  af- 
fairs, Prof.  Swensen  has  attended 
two  national  political  conventions. 
Today  he  keeps  himself  well  in- 
formed about  the  world  by  read- 
ing. listening  to  radio  programs, 
and  mixing  with  people. 

“There’s  no  set  formula  for  hap- 
piness,” Prof.  Swensen  believes. 
“Being  happy,  why  there’s  nothing 
to  it  if  you  develop  a sense  of 
humor.”  And  as  for  success,  “It 
can  be  obtained  by  anyone  who 
b€Uj  an  open,  free,  and  fresh  mind 
that  is  ready  to  understand  all 
people,  and  the  truth  they  offer.” 

He  has  a family  of  nine  chil- 
dren, £uid  according  to  him,  “a 
wife  that’s  a wonder.”  She  too 
is  still  a teacher. 

A young  history  teacher,  Rich- 
ard D.  Poll,  who  is  at  the  BYU 
for  the  firat  time  this  year,  says 
with  enthusiasm,  “I  hope  to  re- 
main at  this  imiversity  just  as 
long  as  Prof.  Swensen  has” 

New  teachers  desire  to  uphold 
and  build  upon  the  cornerstone  of 
truth  and  tradition  established  by 
the  early  founders  of  the  institu- 
tion, and  Dr.  Poll  is  no  exception. 

He  c^une  to  BYU  from  his 
native  Fortworth,  Texas,  and 
brought  with  him  a PHD  from  the 
University  of  California.  “A  PHD 
reward  for  sticking  it  out,” 
says  Dr.  Poll.  “You  don’t  have 
any  super-human  powers,  but  you 
do  have  to  have  perseverance.” 
There  is  nothing  Dr.  Poll  enjoys 
more  than  a good  “bull  session.” 
At  BYU  he  has  found  congenial 
people  with  whom  he  C8ui  chat  and 
exchange  ideas.

Provo  ski  group  discusses 
plans  to  develoQ  new  site

Tlio  Ironton  ski  area  above  the 
Ironton  Plant  was  discuMsed  for 
pOMHibilitiea  of  development  at 
public  hearing:  conducted  by  the 
Provo  Chamber  of  Commerce 
Monday  evening. 

Interested  akiers  from  Utah 
County  attended  the  hearing 
which  was  called  lor  the  purpose 
of  developing  a new  area  in  Utah 
County.  Other  areas  up  for  con- 
sideration of  development  were 
Mineral  Basin,  Timp  Haven,  and 
Kolob.  Development  of  the  Iron- 
ton  area  occupied  the  greater  part 
of  the  discussion,  however. 

Proposed  plans  for  the  new  ski 
center  would  place  U>e  area  sec- 
ond to  TM>ne  in  Utah.  Development 
of  the  resort  would  affect  BYU 
skiers  greatly. 

As  planned,  access  to  the  area 
would  be  reached  via  a 9,000-foot 
chair  lift  starting  at  the  bottom 
of  the  West  slope  of  the  Wasatch 
Range  by  the  Ironton  plant  on 
U.  S Highway  91.  The  lift  would 
•be  built  in  two  sections  and  would 
carry  skiers  and  sightseers  to  the 
itop  of  the  range. 

The  skier  would  then  ski  on 
►wn  the  Kast  slopes  of  the  range. 
Beveral  runs  over  a mile  In  length

problem.  Buses  would  be  readily 
available  which  could  take  the 
skier  the  two  miles  to  the  first 
lift.  From  here  the  skier  would 
be  on  his  own,  and  a 20-minute 
ride  on  the  lift  would  put  him  at 
the  top. 

It  is  expected  that  rates  for  the 
lifts  would  be  no  higher*  than  ex- 
isting rates  at  Alta  or  Brighton, 
which  would  cut  student  skiing 
expenses  considerably.

All  of  which  again  brings  up  ' 
the  age-old  problem  of  a ski  team  ^ 
for  BYU.  Among  other  factors,  ^ 
it  has  been  argu^  among  skiers  | 
on  the  campus  that  it . would  be 
impossible  to  have  a Class  A or  ; 
B team  without  a suitable  prac- 
tice slope  readily  accessible  to  the  | 
team.  Resent  skiing  accommoda- 
tions are  not  suitable  as  they  are 
neither  long  enongh  nor  of  suf- 
ficient gradient  to  afford  ample  ^ 
practice  slopes. 

With  an  area  such  as  Ironton 
readily  accessible  to  a team  It  can 
be  hoped  that  other  problems  with 
University  officials  could  be  ironed 
out  and  BYU  would  at  last  realize 
a ski  team.  At  least  we  would  be 
one  step  closer  to  that  realization.
